Steve Byan mentioned the use of cathode followers in the active filters in 
his Krohn-Hite unit (I have a modern one in my lab downstairs; the common 
nickname is a "“brickwall" filter). 


Most of the early work on active filters was done using vacuum tubes. 
Operational amplifiers at the time using tubes (Philbrick, et. al.) were 
complex, prone to DC shifts and component tolerances, needed bipolar 
supplies, and were relatively expensive. Thus the class of active filters 


using cathode followers was developed. Input impedance was "virtually" 
infinite and output impedance was low. The filters based on these were 
known as unit-gain buffered filters and the modern voltage-controlled 
voltage source filters are derived from them. With the introduction of 
integrated-circuit operational amplifiers which answered most of the 
problems with vacuum tube op-amps, the infinite-gain multiple-feedback 
filter became popular. 


Some place in my files, I have a photocopies of IEEE articles describing 
the design technique of the cathode follower filters, and some others. 


It is interesting to note that even with the most advanced DSP chips 
today, Krohn-Hite filters are still popular in the lab and used 
extensively at anti-aliasing filters in DSP research.

Andy Wallace's post on AR-88 meters reminded me of a question I've 
had for some time. Does anybody have a schematic that shows the meter 
circuit in an ‘88? My radio has an original meter, but neither of my 
manuals, one civilian the other military, shows a meter in the circuit. 

The backwards meter movement leads me to suspect that it is the 
simple-minded Hallicrafters circuit with the meter directly in the plate 
circuit of one of the gain-controlled stages. I'll bet that, if I were 
cobbling a normal left-to-right movement into the set, I'd change the 
circuit to the more elegant bridge affair found in the National HRO's etc. 
and have my meter read in the proper direction. Was the bridge circuit 
protected by a patent that kept Hallicrafters and RCA from using it?

Above the chassis are 
several pots, caps, and inductors, presumably for sideband adjustment. The 
modulator assembly is a plug-in octal affair, and there is a separate 
crystal filter. A contract date sticker on the back says Feb. 7/69. 


Tube lineup is a 6311 (Itis a GE, after all) a 6CL6 and a 6146A. 


Thereis a small board with a few transistors on it, probably for the crystal 
oscillator.

Hmmm...i£ it's aluminum, perhaps it didnt rust and could just use 
a good cleaning with 0000 steel wool, followed by some white rubbing compound? 


Regarding the wiring, I'd just replace one at a time...laying one wire 
on top of the one to be replaced, and taking your time. These radios are 


worth saving, IMHO! 


Good luck, congrats on your find, and let us know as things progress!

I'm a novice at working on old tube gear and hope that someone can point 
me in the right direction to correct a problem with this otherwise nice 
old radio. 


I was given this Hallicrafters SX-115 a few months back and after cleaning 
out a mouse nest out of the chassis, blowing the thing out with compressed 
air, spraying all contacts with DeToxit, and replacing the line cord, 
finally got up the nerve to plug it in. Initially, although I could hear 
lots of white noise, I could discern no trace of any signal on any band. 


After doing a partial alignment, i.e. the third conversion oscillator, 
1005 KC IF, 6.0-6.5 MC IF, and VFO, I was able to receive something when 
the band switch was on the WWV, 80M, and 40M band positions. It turns out 
that what I was hearing was considerably off the frequency indicated on 
the rig's analog readout. For example: 


SX-115 dial readout Actual frequency 
3.680 Mhz 4.311 Mhz 
3.780 Mhz 4.218 Mhz 
7.175 Mhz 6.650 Mhz 

10.000 Mhz 9.200 Mhz 


x Note that the actual frequency increases inversely with the VFO tuning. 


I still not have been able to hear anything on the 20, 15, or 10M bands 
in spite of injecting a signal at the antenna input and sweeping across 
the entire range of the signal generator. 


Tube voltages on tubes V1, V2, V5, V6, V7, and V8 look okay. Voltages on 
tube V3, the first mixer, and on V4, the crystal oscillator look low. 
Attempts at aligning the first conversion oscillator have failed, since I 
have little voltage at the test point (probably related to low voltages 
on V3). 


Another point of interest is that I can receive the signals as noted above 
in ranges from about 4 - 5 Mhz, 6.3 - 6.75 Mhz, and 9.2 - 10.000 Mhz with 
all crystals but X11, the 955 KC IF removed! 


I've spent a couple of weeks getting this far and hope that someone has an 


idea of what to look at next. Any help or guidance in fixing this problem 
will be greatly appreciated.

Bobbi, your suggestion of copper wire, perhaps 
hugging the undersurface of the chassis, from ground lug to the next 
ground lug is most valuable for equipment already built, as well. 


My drafty (all sorts of things blow thru which should have been at 
ground), old W A Collins Audio tuner, FM-11, is built on an Al 
chassis. This is the only piece of entertainment gear from the 
40's, 50's, and 60's I have on Al. Already, I have joined some 
ground lugs in an effort to reduce hum. 


Please be reminded that there is an anti-oxidant jelly available in 
the electrical supplies area of most hardware stores for improving 
the connection between Al cable and Cu lugs. I'll check it out for 
use in Al boatanchor chassis and let you know.

Hello everyone. 


Need help from the R-390A experts. How the heck is the zero adjust 
supposed to work? Specifically, I am having the following problem: 


With the zero adjust fully counter clockwise, I get no local audio. 
(speaker is 8o0hms, connected thru a 8 to 600 ohm xformer hooked to local 
audio pins 6 and 7) When I crank it down clockwise, I get local audio 
from the speaker (and it is pretty loud too), but then I get play in the 
kilocycle change. What is going on? I'd imagine that you tune with the 
zero adjust off, and then crank in the zero adjust to zero the counter 
against a standard, like WWV, and then release to tune around the bands. 
Why no audio when it is fully counter clockwise? Seems wierd, but felt 
I'd ask first before I dig for trouble since this is my first R-390A and 
the manual I got doesn't cover operations, just maintenance. 


BTW, it is a Motorola, serial number 935 from order 14-PH-56, with a 
MWO-11-5820-294-35/2 stenciled above the name plate. 


Got it from Fair Radio in the used-checked condition, was happy that it 
came with covers but was really unhappy when I opened up the top of the 
slug rack and found two slugs broken from the springs. (easy to 

fix) Also unhappy with this zero adjust thing...

Hi! 


Just a quick comment on ground lugs for aluminium chassis: be xsurex to 
either use the type that have a built-in toothy lockwasher, or use such a 
washer between the lug and the chassis. The oxidation on the aluminium is 
rather resistive, somewhat non-linearly so at low currents. It can do 
unexpected and hard-to-find things if you don't use contacts that'll "bite 
in" and get through it! 

Soldering to the aluminium, while possible, is not only ugly but is 
also not tremendously good for electrical purposes. So-called aluminium 
solder is meant to hold the stuff together *mechanicallyx but not designed 
or intended for electrical purposes (despite the claims of the folks 
selling "magic solder" at hamfests!). 

So aggressive lugs and a decent amount of torque on the fastener are 
the best way to go in this instance. Really cautious types will run a 
copper-wire ground buss between such lugs as well--common practice in 
1930s RF homebrewing.

I agree with Bobbi, with one exception: Don't put a "toothy" lockwasher 
between a ring-tongue terminal lug and the chassis - it reduces the 
contact area, which is the most important factor in rf bonding. Our 
standard practice in the aerospace industry is to thoroughly clean the 
chassis contact area with emery paper (or a small wire brush), coat the 
cleaned surface with clear Alodine, and put the terminal in contact 

with the cleaned/prepared surface and secure with a lock nut ora 
lockwasher and nut. The Alodine is not important in the typical ham 
application. If the expected environment warrants it, apply 

a non-corrosive sealant over the installed ground termination.

The following question remains unanswered. No doubt because it's so easy no 
one wanted to bother responding. Just about anyone with a TR-4 should know. 


At 10:43 AM 7/30/96 -0500, I wrote:

>2) Does the TR-4 also use different crystal filters for each sideband? How 
>about the other members of the TR-4/R-4/T-4 family? 


Similarly, no one volunteered what the other differences between TR-3 and 
TR-4 are, so I'll add yet another question: Moore's indicates that the 
R-4/T-4 combo used an IF in the 5 MHz region. This surprises me. Did the 
TR-4 use a 9 MHz IF like the TR-3 or a 5.xxx IF like the R-4/T-4 combo? And 
what shape factor does the TR-4 filter have? The TR-3 filter is rather an 
anemic 4:1 being nearly 8 kHz wide at 60 dB down. (Despite this, the TR-3 
filter gave a good account of itself in my brief on-air testing.) 


Of the other questions: 

1) I'm truly embarrassed at finding out how easy the 1 kHz dial can be 
recalibrated. 

2) It sounds like I'm out of luck adjusting the linearity of the PTO, since 
I don't have multiple cores to select from, although I'll bet it's possible 


to a) shave a little off the core, or b) using wax add a little to the core. 
Nevertheless, the 3 kHz end-to-end non-linearity is not sufficiently 
motivating to make me want to dig into it. 

3) I should soon be receiving a replacement knob for my RV-3. Thanks for 
the multiple responses to help. 

4) In case anyone missed it, the TR-3 was produced in '63 and '64.

Yesterday, in a post to Glowbugs, I referred to a graph printed in some 
ARRL handbooks that gave transformer power ratings as a function of the 
transformer core cross-sectional area. I found the graph last night and 
developed a simple equation to fit the data. For transformers with 
laminated iron E-I cores (not twin C cores) with cross-sectional areas 
from approximately 1 to 4 square inches, the total 60 Hz power rating can 
be approximated by: 


AE = Transformer Cross-Section in Square Inches 
AM Transformer Cross-Section in Square Centimeters 
PW = Transformer Total Power Rating (60 Hz), Watts 


PW = 29.62x(AE)**2.034 = 0.668% (AM) **2.034 


Power ratings at 50 Hz will be somewhat less. The predicted value may be 
high for transformers with high leakage inductance.
